Sis- 
ter is also a member of the teaching 
staff of St. Joseph’s Hospital. Sis- 
ter Lioba, M.A., professor of history 
at St. Teresa’s last year, was ap- 
pointed this year to Rosati-Kain high 
school, St. Louis. Sister M. Paeho- 
mia, M.A., professor of mathematics, 
has been transferred to Fontbonne 
and has been succeeded by Sister 
Janies Stanislaus, M.A., who was pro- 
fessor of mathematics at Fontbonne 
college last year. Sister Frederic, 
M.A., and Sister Adeline, M.A., pro- 
fessor of French at Fontbonne, ex- 
changed places as teachers of French. 

Miss Kathleen Holloway replaced 
Miss Irene Brooks as teacher of gym- 
nasium at St. Teresa’s. Miss Hollo- 
way will conduct special classes in 
ball room and in aesthetic dancing 
as well as carry on the usual pro- 
gram of athletics sponsored by St.

The Catholic Youth Organization 

When financial chaos swept away a familiar world, 
many leaders, especially Catholic leaders, realized that 
youth would suffer keenly. They realized that, in order 
that the character and integrity of youth might survive, 
youth would have to be guided cautiously through the 
critical period of civic, religious and social transition, 

Cardinal Mundelein had advised, “Adopt a program 
so adequate, interesting and attractive that youth will 
have a desire to participate in none other.” His excel- 
lency, the Most Reverend Bernard J. Sheil, Auxiliary 
Bishop of Chicago, was undoubtedly thinking of this 
advice when, in the summer of 1930, he gathered to- 
gether a small staff of workers and launched the Cath- 
olic Youth Organization. Bishop Sheil had a gigantic 
task before him. His aim was to develop a program 
which would be interesting enough and elastic enough 
to meet all the necessities and fancies of thousands of 
bewildered boys and girls. 

Therefore, when the C.Y.O. was established at 31 E. 
Congress Street, Chicago, plans for a program which 
would be both entertaining and educational were laid. 
Athletics, because ofl their natural appeal to young peo- 
ple, were chosen as the principal form of entertainment. 
All competitive sports were represented. 

Religion, of course, was not neglected. It was 
through this medium that character was to be built 
up and a spiritual breakdown prevented. Education 
was the third, and certainly a very important part of 
the program. Bishop Sheil scholarships to both high 
schools and colleges were awarded. A glee club, print 
shop, orchestra and other new phases of education were 
organized to arouse a keen interest. 

In six short years this program of religion-education- 
recreation has established itself firmly throughout the 
United States. The large cities in over a score of 
dioceses have Catholic Youth Organizations and others 
are rapidly becoming interested. Any measure of sue- 
cess seemed impossible to attain in the beginning, but 
the ardent work of both laymen and clergymen has 
made possible a success which is unprecedented in the 
history of the Church. What are you, and what is 
Kansas City, doing to promote the C.Y.O.?

THE COMING OF THE MONSTER: 

New York; Longman’s, Green, Owen Francis Dudley. 
IN this, his latest novel, Owen Frances Dudley pic- 
tures Communism as a veritable “Monster” descend- 
ing upon a lethargic world and converting it into a bed- 
lam of hate, fury, and Godlessness. Father Anselm 
Thornton, the Masterful Monk, is the true knight of 
Christ grappling with the horrible beast, his sword, the 
Sign of the Cross. A swift moving love story is inter- 
twined with the graver plot, its final ending, so unusual 
and so unexpected that it leaves the reader a little aston- 
ished. An awful scene at Lourdes works profound 
changes in the rebellious souls of two of the characters 
and brings real peace to another troubled spirit. 

Owen Francis Dudley here produces a new anc) 
pleasing photographic effect by his introduction of “In- 
terims” at the beginning of each chapter, thus giving 
the reader a “shot” at the simultaneous events and 
their effects in the different countries at the time of 
the story. Lighter than the other books of the series, 
it should prove an apt novel for the young reader. 

THE BATTLEGROUND — -Syria and Palestine. 

Hilaire Belloc; Philadelphia; F. B. Lippincott. 
r p , HE versatile English author this time turns to Syria 
and Palestine for the topic of his newest historical 
treatise. In his own style he paints a vivid and au- 
thentic picture of the struggles in the far East to main- 
tain the Christian faith. A Battleground it truly was 
—a hallowed ground where walked the sacred feet of 
the Savior of the world; an ancient field where trod the 
Holy Twelve gathering about them the soldiers ol 
Christ. Hilaire Belloc begins his story in the mannei 
of a true historian. The structure of the land, the 
early father of Syria, Rome, its rise and fall, the Chris- 
tian victory, and the Christian defeat, the last rally 
where all Christianity is called upon to defend its 
birthplace, all these he combines into a real study of 
these two countries so vitally interesting to all the 
world.
